THREATENED TO KILL CHILD 


Two Masked Men Take Child From 
the Mother at Point of Revolvers. 


Posses on Trail and Lynching May 


Follow. 


Las Vegas, N. M., April I.—Torn 
from its mother's airns by two masked 
men at pistol’s point at the dead of 
tight, held by the abductors twenty- 
four hours and then safely returned 
on the payment of $12,000 cash, tells 
in brief the story of a sensational 
kidnapping 
in this city of 
Waldo 
Rogers, the two-year-old son of A. T. 
Rogers, Jr., a prominent and wealthy 
attorney. 
Though the child was stolen night 
before last and the threats of the ab­ 
ductors that they would kill the babe 
if any report was made to the authori­ 
ties, the news of the abduction didn’t 
become known until an hour after the 
• hild had been surrendered and the 
kidnappers bad escaped with their 
ransom. 
Frantic Mother Tried to Bribe Fiends. 
At the time of the kidnapping the 
child’s father was absent from the 
city. 
The f r o masked men forced 
their way Into the home of the fash­ 
ionable residence and demanded the 
babe. 
The 
frantic mother tried to 
bribe them with jewels, silverware and 
what money was in the house, but the 
demand for $12,000 or for the child 
resulted in the little 
fellow 
being 
taken. The bandits left a note telling 
bow the money was to be paid. 
The note directed that a red lamp 
should be hung on the rear window of 
the house at l l o’clock at night if the 
money was to be turned over. Failure 
to do so was to be taken as a refusal 
and would result in the immediate 
murder of the child, according to the 
threats in the note, which directed 
that the money be in bills of $10 or 
less. 
The terror stricken family let no 
one into the secret, got the money 
and at the appointed hour. William 
Rogers, an uncle of the kidnapped 
child, drove to the lonely mountain 
spot with the cash. 
Money Paid; Child Returned. 


Three bandits emerged from their 
hiding places with leveled Winchesters 
aud took the money, which they care­ 
fully counted in the glare of the auto­ 
mobile's lamps, and finding the full 
amount In the packages of $6000 each, 
directed the uncle to a point fifteen 
miles in the opposite direction, where, 
beside the road, wrapped in a blanket, 
the child was found asleep and none 
the worse for its experience. 
The babe was returned to its par­ 
ents in l.as Vegas as fast as the auto­ 
mobile could burn up the miles. Then 
the officers were notified. Immediately 
posses were organized and northeast­ 
ern New Mexico is being scouted by 
bodies of armed men. 
The bandits have been trailed to the 
Had Lands near the Oklahoma line, 
aud with the posses but eight hours 
behind them and bloodhounds follow­ 
ing the trail, their capture seems cer­ 
tain. It is believed the kidnappers, 
who are four in numt»er, will be lynch­ 
ed if taken alive. 
The stolen child Is a grandson of 
Judge Henry L. Waldo, the Kansan 
City millionaire, who ta on his way to 
Las Vegas on a special train. He has 
offered $ I njHH) reward for the capture 
of the bandits, while l.as Vegas and 
citizens have increased the reward by 
$3000.

MOSTFEARED MAN 
IN ITALYONSTAND 


Camorrist Leader lashes Au­ 
thorities. 


PROTESTS HE IS INNOCENT 


Swears He Is a Victim of Yellow 
Journalism and Suffered Persecution 
For Four Years. 


Viterbo, Italy, April I.—Lovers of 
the dramatic had their fill at the aes 
lion of the murder trial of the thirty 
six Camorrista. 
Enrico Aitano, the “most feared man 
in Italy,’’ reputed to be the actual head 
of the criminal organization, was un­ 
der interrogation and held the crowd 
In the courtroom spellbound with bit 
eloquent denials. 
\ 
The man is innocent or a consum­ 
mate actor. The slender figure seemed 
to grow until it dominated the oeca 
aion, and friends and enemies alike 
shrank from the gaze he fixed upon 
one and then another while he poured 
forth the most scathing arraignment 
of the authorities ever heard in an 
Italian courts 
As the questioning proceeded and 
Ibe thrusts of the president and the 
crown prosecutor went home, Enrico 
trembled with excitement. His face 
hardened with anger until he looked 
like a savage animal about to spring 
upon its prey. Suddenly he abandoned 
all attempts at composure and gave 
free reign to his feelings. 
"It Is a-lie, a m y th !” be shouted. “ I 
was neither the head nor the tail of 
the Camorra. I was a boy among boys 
of the poorer class. 
I was no better 
and no worse than my mates. 
“I was ruined first by the sensa­ 
tionalism of that newspaper, the Mat- 
time That is why, although I now re­ 
gret the deed, all my nerves rebelled, 
as a member of the staff of that paper 
approached me when I was arraigned 
in court as a murderer, I could not 
help spitting in his face. 
“Then the carbineers damned me 
by making me appear as an assassin. 
To call us assassins is inhuman cruel­ 
ty. No one has a right to so stigm a­ 
tize us—not even a confessed crim 
Inal who, to serve his own ends, be­ 
comes an assassin—only after be bas 
been condemned.” 
President Blanchi requested Enrico 
to calm himself, but the only effect 
of this interruption was to cause the 
prisoner to burst into tears. Sobbing 
violently, he continued: 
"For four years I have suffered per­ 
secution and martyrdom. Constantly 
before my eyes Is a picture of my 
dear, innocent 
brother, dying In a 
prison cell adjoining my own. In my 
ears ring his laments as be passed 
through the agony of death. He wa* 
young and the beautiful image of his 
creator. He died Innocent/’ 
E n r ic o paused, and the only sound 
came from the prisoners’ cage, where 
Gennaro Ibellf, alleged head of ttie 
Camorra 
in 
the 
Vesuvian 
villages, 
leaning his head 
against the steel 
bars, cried like a child. 
Enrico began bis business career as 
an errand boy in a flower shop. Early 
in life he had a plac e of his own. Then 
he established a grain market and 
speculated in rattle, bargaining with 
the farmers who visited the fairs. He 
grew wealthy and became a usurer, 
with an office in the center of th- 
city. 
It was left to Lieutenant Petros!no. 
the Amerism detective, to arrest and 
bring to justice this man, who had 
defied the police of Italy. 
Following the murder of Gennera 
Cuoccolo, he was arrested and charged 
with instigating the crime, but a way 
to his release was found in the false 
testimony of the priest, O ro Vitoxzl, 
“the guardian angel of the Camorra ” 
Fleeing to America, he was rear­ 
rested in Brooklyn by Petrostno, and 
bas never since been a free man. That 
arrest was the first practical move In 
the breaking up of the Camorra.

I.—Pierre Vedrine left Poriesrs in a 
monoplane and arrived here, having 
maintained an average speed of slight­ 
ly more than 101 miles an bour.

Insurgents Elected. 


Albany, N. Y., April I —Supreme 
Court Justice Janies A. O’Gorman, of 
New York, a Democrat, aud prominent 
member of Tammany Hall, was elect­ 
ed United States senator by Hie leg­ 
islature on the sixty-fourth Joint bal­ 
lot alter a deadlock lasting since 
Jan. 6. 
Justice O tforman received 112 votes 
out of 182 cast. Chauncey Depew, bls 
Republican 
opponent, 
re<eived 
80 
votes. Necessary for choice, 87. 
Justice O’Gorinau was announced as 
the organization candidate upon the 
unexpected arrival from New York of 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam­ 
many Hall. 
The insurgents resented the sudden 
Injection of a candidate whose name 
bad not appeared on any of the "eligi­ 
ble” lists they had submitted to the 
regulars, but not so strongly as to 
cause a withdrawal 
of O’Gorman's 
candidacy. 


Insurgents Accept O’Gorman. 
The Democratic 
caucus, however, 
was postponed until late in the alter- 
noon, in order to allow the insurgents 
to reach a decision on this latest 
phase in C e long contest, and when 
the insurgent caucus was held the vote 
stood IO to 5 in favor of supporting 
Justice O'Gorman. This plainly lore- 
sha lowed his election, and when the 
insurgents appeared at the regular 
caucus they were received with cheer­ 
ing. 
There were Democrats who declared 
that the insurgents were promised Im­ 
munity for past irregularity; that they 
should he renominated in their dis­ 
tricts when their terms expired, and 
that all legislation in which they were 
personally and politically interested 
would be adopted, provided they would 
come in and help elect a Democratic 
United States senator. 
After muclv discussion a vote was 
taken on the question of endorsing 
Justice O’Gorman, and there were hut 
nine votes in favhr to eleven against 
such endorsement. 
It was at thi3 point that the insur­ 
gents insisted that they be given as­ 
surances that they wouldn’t be perse­ 


cuted 
or 
punished for their in-oir 
gency. Later, when these assurances 
were given, a second vote showed that 
fifteen of the insurgents favored Jus 
tire O’Gorman, while only five were 
oppeaed to him. These five then agreed 
to make the endorsement of Justice 
O'Gorman by the insurgents unani­ 
mous.
